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Dr. Robert Johns, president of Sacra- 
mento State College was subjected to a 
Strong attack Friday as Noon Forum 
speaker Jan Eakes took the Hornet Foun- 
dation and the administration’s involve- 
ment with it to task, 

“‘Power that technically should belong 
to the board of directors of the foundation, ’’ 
claimed Eakes Friday, ‘‘really lies within 
the administration of Dr. Johns,”’ 

The Hornet Foundation is one of the 
four official auxiliary organizations at 
SSC. The legal function of the foundation 
is to provide a protective umbrella fox 
commercial ventures on campus bene- 
fiting the student body. This includes the 
campus dormitories, the food service 
complex and the Hornet Bookstore.

The board of directors of the foundation 
is now dominated by student members. Of 
the nine-man board, five are students, 
one isa faculty member, one is an adminis- 
tration appointee, and two board members 
come from the community. 

Directors are elected for a two year 
term. FEakes, a former member of the 
board, was student body president last 
year and served this fall as editor of the 
“Student’’ publication. 


Rubber Stamp? 


‘*The board of directors is supposedly 
the policy making board,’’ declared Eakes, 
“but negligence by student members has 
led to de facto management by the ad- 
ministration. This forces rubber stamp 
approval by the board.”’ 
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Eakes singled out Lyle Humphries as 
a board member who misinterpreted his 
responsibilities as a student. ‘Students 
are on the board not as experts but as 
recipients of the services,”’ said Eakes, 
“Humphries is no longer a student but an 
administrator,” he continued. ‘‘He should 
be more the inquisitor haranguing the 
supposed experts.” 

In his attack on Dr. Johns, Eakes made 
a distinction between what he called philo- 
sophical differences and questions of 
integrity. Philosophical differences should 
be debated, according to the speaker. 

“When questions of integrity arise, 
however,’’ he went on, ‘‘as have been in 
circulation on campus for several months, 
we should immediately begin to investi- 
gate.” 

Armed with what he declared to be 
documentation of his charges, Eakes went 
on to take specific issue with the Presi- 
dent. 

The speaker’s first point was over an 
alleged overpayment of $5,000 to John R. 


After hours of debate, a proposal 
for an Ethnic Studies Program for Sac- 
ramento State College was passed by 
the Academic Affairs Committee last 
Monday. 

Conflict centered around how to 
administer such a program, Should it 
be constructed on an interdepartmental 
basis? Should an entirely new Ethnic 
Studies Department be formed’? Or should 
an Ethnic Studies Center be employed? 
As proposed, the program would be 
initiated on an interdepartmental basis, 
with the possibility for students to take 
Ethnic Studies as a major leading to 
an interdepartmental BA degree. 


Effectiveness 


One major question concerned 
the effectiveness of such a setup. 
It was feared that by starting out on 
an interdepartmental basis the quality of 
the program would suffer, leading to 
eventual disaster, Attaining quality in 
teaching and teaching materials, and 
obtaining funds would be difficult. How- 
ever, on the assumption that no bigger 


Carlson Associates, Ltd. The company 
had been hired by the foundation in 1967 
as a consultant to food services on cam- 
pus. The $5,000, issued as check #3307 
according to Eakes, was only a retainer. 
It was decided at a later date that the 
company’s services would not be needed, 

Eakes claims, however, that the $5,000 
retainer was never reclaimed by the 
college. Eakes places the blame for this 
at the feet of the administration. He 
claimed that they have repeatedly failed 
to follow up and settle the discrepancy. 


Johns responds 


Dr. Johns responded to Eakes’ charges 
in a later interview with the Hornet by 
saying, “The issue with Carlson Associ- 
ates was taken care of. Eakes has made 
these charges in the past. They are at 
least eighteen months old.” 

‘*Eakes has a responsibility as a citizen 
to point his finger,’’ Johns continued. 


step could be taken at the present, the 
proposal passed committee, subject to 
revision, and was forwarded to the Student 
Senate. 


Four Objectives 


The proposed major as submitted to 
the committee, stated four objectives. 
First, it would afford the minority student 
@ chance to establish his identity and 
follow a course of personal interest and 
relevance. Secondly it would be eco- 
nomically meaningful, That is, it would 
allow the individual with the Ethnic major 
to qualify to work for a teaching credential, 
or apply as tne B.A, degree does for 
other kinds of employment, 

A third objective would be a long run 
attempt at changing the overall curri- 
culum in other departments, by placing 
responsibility on those departments, 
maximizing the chances of bringing about 
some meaningful changes in the whole 
curriculum, Finally, the program would 
provide students not belonging to ethnic 
minorities to take on another major or 
minor.

Bleachers, Roundhouse 


Eakes went on in his speech to 
question the judgement of Dr. Johns. As 
examples he cited both the construction 
of the bleachers on the athletic field and 
the building recently of the round house 
in the quad. According to Eakes, neither 
of the projects, though on state land, 
were cleared with the proper authorities. 

As a result, declared Eakes, once the

trustees were informed of the bleachers’ 
existence, expensive modifications were 
required to bring them up to standards. 

Further, the speaker noted that the 
trustees have ordered that the roundhouse 
be destroyed as soon as it has paid for 
itself. This, according to Eakes, came 
about because the president again failed 
to inform the trustees of the project. 

Dr. Johns’ response to these further 
charges was to restate, “ Any investigation 
is welcomed.’’ He pointed out, however, 
that as a result of these charges by Eakes 
in the past against the administration, 
nine audits were performed last year 
alone, 

‘I refuse to honor these repeated 
charges with further comment,”’ Johns 
concluded. 





It was suggested that the program 
fall within the School of Arts and Sciences. 
The program would call for a thorough 
look at instruction concerning the major 
and how best to implement it, with empha- 
sis on teaching, instructors, and courses.

Board May Prof To Give Conservative 
View of Students’ Rights

Drop Youth 
Stand-By 


A decision calling for elimina- 
tion of airline youth fares has been 
issued by Civil Aeronautics Board 
Examiner Arthur S. Present be- 
cause he judges it discriminatory 
to adult, full-fare passengers. Ac- 
cording to Representative Armold 
Olsen (D. Mont.), unless the de- 
cision is reversed by the full 
Board, it will become effective 
around the first of March. Olsen 
urges students and parents to make 
their views known to the CAB and 
representatives in the Congress. 

The Montana Democrat charged 
that the elimination of airline youth 
fares would ‘‘encourage thousands 
of young people to resume the il- 
legal and dangerous practice of 
hitch-hiking and long, exhausting 
automobile trips, in unsafe ve- 
hicles.’” He argues that no one 
would benefit from a discontinu- 
ation of youth fares. 

A local Western Airlines re- 
presentative stated that the Student 
stand-by fares were still in effect 
and that they had received no notice 
of discontinuance. He also pointed 
out that the cut-rates are in effect 
only for periods other than Easter 
and Christmas when regular rates 
apply. 

The local United Airlines office 
said that their youth fares had 
not yet been discontinued and that 
they had received no official ruling 
at their level, 

The Campus Travel Studies of- 
fice reported that they would ex- 
perience no rate changes if the 
regular rates go through because 
all their programs are based on 
group rates separate from student 
Stand-by rates.

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“Ticket-of-Leave Man” Re-Creates 
Entertainment of The Early 1860's 


Over a 100 years ago the Olym- 
pic Theater of London was ‘going 
under’’ financially. Then the pro- 
duction of an enormously popular 
play reaped enough profit to sustain 
that theater for a considerable 
number of years. This play was 
probably such a success because 
of its vibrant writer, Tom Taylor, 
who had a propensity for drawing 
characters and creating an in- 
teresting plot. 

Taylor’s prodigy was “The 
Ticket-of-Leave Man.’* Now, a 
century later, that same play is 
to be presented at SSC by the 
drama department March 10th - 
22nd. --— 

“The Ticket-of-Leave Man’’ 
was written in the most popular 
form of drama and as the most 
popular mode of entertainment of 
the early 1860’s. It could possibly 
correlate quite closely to the 

popularity of today’s TV viewing, 
maybe even as a forerunner ta 
such melodramas as the “Fugi- 
tive’ or ‘‘The Name of the Game.” 
Today, however, some types of 
melodrama have “bastardized” 
this form of very good, vivid 
drama, according to Pau! Waldo, 
the newest member of the drama- 
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speech faculty and director- 
designer of “The Ticket-of-Leave 
Man.”” Television’s late-evening 
shows have been made “‘hokey”’, 
and the characters have been 
sketched to laugh at, as opposed 
to Taylor’s characters, who were 
set before their audience to be 
aughed with. 

Taylor, who was an English 
professor and later editor of the 
British humor magazine Punch, 
used very hip talk -- that is, very 
hip talk for his day. I gave 
variety and life to his characters. 
Taylor depended on the theater 
as an advocation, rather than a 
vocation. 

To do this drama inan accurate 
style of the time requires absolute 
command of technique. The cha- 
racters are complete, dimensional 
and “Dickensish’’ in make-up. 
After Taylor’s creation of the 
character Hawkshaw, a detective, 
the term almost became a house- 
hold word, and even now appears 
in the dictionary. 

The plot involves a country 
boy, Robert Brierly, who falls 
into bad company, Dalton and 
Metter Moss, and unknowingly 
passes counterfeit bills. In Brier- 


ly’s fight to regain respectability 
after winning his ‘‘ticket-of- 
leave’’ from jail, he befriends an 
innocent streetsinger, May. 


The plot is not as important 
as the characters. Les Cockayne, 
as Brierly, has appeared in ‘Hay 
Fever,” “The Lark,” and “The 
Study of Man;” Christine Wur- 
schmidt, who appears as May, 
played Lucy Brown in "three 
Penny Opera;’’ and Paul Jones, 
as the shrewd detective, Hawk- 
shaw, has appeared in ‘‘Marat- 
Sade” and “The Inspector 
General.”’ 


Waldo, although new to SSC, 
is quite experienced in directing 
and designing. He taught four 
years at the University of Oregon, 
was designer and technical direc. 
tor for the drama department at 
Western Washington State College, 
director of Public Health shows 
at the University of Michigan, 
where he won an award for his 
work, and also has done profes. 
sional acting for WUOM-TV fe 
Ann Arbor, Michigan.

Tube To Deal With Gap 


Violence on the college campus 
has become a daily segment of 
television news hours throughout 
the United States. Day after day, 
night after night, TV blasts its 
way into millions of living rooms 
throughout the country with today’s 
‘*media’’ version of what’s going 
on in higher education, From 
battling policemen and students 
to more peaceful sit-ins come 
laymen cries of ‘‘ungrateful kids,”’ 
“long-haired radicals,’’ ‘‘damned 
hippies,’’ and many more that are 
unrepeatable. Disgust and doubt 
replace pride and admiration and 
the gap between the learning insti- 
tution and society is extended to 
an infinite peak, 


This citizen unrest over that 
of the campus has set the ground- 
work for a new SSC project in 
mass media: a television program 
produced, directed, and delivered 
by college students, to involve the 
surrounding community in college 
activities and to try to remove the 
doubt of college inadequacies. 

The aim in a program of this 
sort is to open up the minds of 
the people to more sides of college 
life than what is read in the news- 
papers or seen on the news, 
“The media has placed certain 
stereotypes on students that may 
be wrong and we involved with 
the program would like to show the 
people of Sacramento that theirs 
and also our own tax dollars are 
not running down the gutter,”’ 
says Paul Costa, one ofthe student 
organizers.
